Oar republican conrt can
find no Iaces too rare, no st'ks too eostly, no
jowels too magnificert noet |« o ennsntrio
for the gratification of a luxurious t.ste, Toe
most exquisite ball costnmes are clouds of
tulle or tarletan, airy, light as snow-drifts or
fleecy kummer clonds In one costume tha
overskirt or snowy tarletan, extremely bouf-
fant, was looped with such lilies as Undine
wight bave worn, with trembhling sprays of
glittering silvery leaves. Awid the varied
colored and meretricions tastes displayed in a
ball-room, there is nothing more refreshing
for the eye to rest upon than the harmonious
admixture of white and silver. Apart from
this simplicity in beauty, superb silks of the
heaviest brocade are rescned from long obli-
vion, These are not the old-fashioned bro-
eade, but of the Pompadour style—for exam-

le, the riches gros grain silk, black, em-
Eroidemd in brilliantly assorted flowers, Par-

le pansies with golden eyes, half hidden

n ewmerald mossy loaves; regal jlours
de lis, or bunches of violets, purple and
white; dainty rose.buds, cavelessly knolted
together with meek-eyed daisies. These mag-
nificent silks are also embroidered in pattarns,
on the revers, the front breadth overskirt,
or flonnces according to taste and style. A
lovely lavender gros grain pattern dress was
lightly traced with white brocading of a pecn-
liar silver shimmer, as if moonlight had been
imprisoned in the graceful design of the float-
ing foliage; another was of slate-color ground,
embroidered exquisitely in wreaths of myrtle
and tiny olusters of gay flowers, The bril-
linnoy of these hues can only be compared to
the delioate oreations of an artist's brush,
Thege rich silks and velvet ocostumes are in-
tended only for matrons in the meridian of
hife, nnd stately dowagers learning the diffi-
cult art of growing old gracefully,

For younger ladies and maidens making
their debutl in society, tarletan has been the
most popular and fashionable style this sea-
son. The material itself, so to speak, is cheap
enough for the most economical, but the ele-
gance of the dress depends upon its volnmi-
nous drapery, quantity and quality of trim-
ming. This winter, tarletans, like all other
materials, have been extensively trimmed
with velvet; with the velvet, clusters of amall
flowers, such as daisies, violets, buds, and
autnmn leaves, For those who prefer lighter
and gayer accompaniments and trimmings,
satin is nsed. The over-skirt, either in tar-
letan or tulle, is very long, and made very
bouffant, or the skirt worn over silk is co-
vered with elaborate puffings; if flounces are

referred trimmed with satin, it is necessary
for perfect harmony that the flowers should
exaclly correspond in color with the satin.

Silks and velvet of neutral tints have never
been more fashionable for full dress recep-
tions and balls, the qniet tone relieved and
bronght ont by exqnisite laces. In the revi-
val of this most beautiful of all toilette ad-
junocts a furore exists only to_be appreciated
by woman; there is a freemasonry on the
topio of laces, and that *‘one toneh of natare”
makes the whole world of womanhood akin.
The rarest articles in the assortment of lace
novelties are in peint Alencon and flounces of
Chantilly; it is light as gossamer, its traceries
are like fairy thoughts wrounght into shapes
by air sprites, The robe of Alencon
is of that rare, rich, creamy tint; in every
inch gold is woven and the meshes thereof
ave silver, Atone of the up-town palaces a
piece of Alencon is exhibited about eight
yerds long, perhaps an eighth ofea yard wide,
which will probably enfold some ‘‘armful of
heaven' in the shape of an American bride,
at the cost of $3000! The Titania-like fabric
was dotted with the Imperial bee and bor-
dered with royal lilies, There are cobweb
mouchoirs, berthes, flounces, fans, and shawls
in sets ranging from $1000 to 1600,

For dark aud black gilks, lace is decidedly
the mast fashionable trimming, invariably
headed by rich jet gimps. Chantilly lace is
the most expensive, therefore considered
most desirable, but gnipure and duchesse lace
for trimwing are very much sought after and
extensively used. Very elegant Chantilly
lace flounces, costing from §100 to $150 per
yard, formed the trimming for a heavy
Antwerp silk headed by gimp thickly studded
with jets, The corsage, cut low and square,
was trimmed with a full rufle of narrower
lace pessing down the front gunite around the
points of the waist: wide duchesse sleeves
trimmed to correspond,

The lace fever is contagions as it is expen-
Bive, yet proves a revival of refinement in
teste. It is no misnomer to connect poetry
with rare old point lace, such as becomes
heir-looms in old families, ofttimea the sole
fortune of the child descending from an im.
poverished honse—who grows pale and fra-
gile as the cobweb-threads in her delicate
fingers, and, it may be, blind over the fabrica-
tion. Buch is the rage for lace, that grave
and reverend grandmothers disdain caps, and
wear only point-lace crown-pieces the size of
a tea plate, or in oval shapes, perhaps with a
Marie Antoinette point. Old ladies in the
provinces ordering their caps from town are
desole at the frivolity of earth, npon being
told they must take to & chignon and erimps
or go capless.

The eccentricities of fashion are marvel.
lous, Nature is rapidly reconstructing itself.
There is & rumor tE.nt. false insteps and false
eyelashes are among late inventions, One of
our most famous rejuvenators has produced
an exquisite lifelike enamel for the ocom.
plexion which is extensively patronized, and,
in sddition, a charming blue tint for the
shading of the outer corner of the eye-lid;
another still darker for the tracing of the
veins of the temples and brow; added to this,
@ fine dark line drawn beneath the under
eye-lashes completes the ensembla,
Frizzed bair, hanging low over the
forehead, 8 no longer worn by tha
sotocrats of fashion, The present simple
style is alike ful and elegant, moreover
becoming to all; drawn loosely back from the
brow in Pompadour style, suits all excepting
the extremely high or projecting forehead.
The front hair can be erimped bul no longer
tiﬁht.ly friczed. The ocbatelaine braids have
wholly taken the place of the chignon, and it
must be conf. are picturesque and grace-
ful, with the addition of a few feathory cuarls
floating between the braids, A great deal of
latitude is permitted in the arrangement of
the chatelaine style, as the contour of evary
foce and threat differs, which important fact
thould not be forgotten in any arrangement

of the eoiffure.

Velvet encircling the neck is now qnite
obsolete. In its place we find the gold neek.
lace with its lockets, crosses, or enameled
pendants. The necklace is broad and mas-

Toe Nvmser Fovateen.—The number
fourteen has been discovered to be of great
historieal import. The first King of France
named Henry was eonsecrated on the 14th of
May, 1029; on the 14th of May, 1588, the
Parisians rose ageainst Henry III; and the
last Henry was assassinated unpon the 11th of
May, 1610. Henri de Bourbon was the fonr.
teenth king who bore the titles of I'rance
and Navarre, and in his name we find jnst
fourteen letters. Henry IV was born in De-
cember, 155il—the fignres of which date
added together make fourteen—exaoctly four-
teen centuries, fourteen decades and fourleen

| years after the birth of Christ. His
| first wifle, Margaret of Valois,
i wes born on the 14th of May,

1662; the battle of Ivry was fought

and won on the 14th of Mareh, 1590; on the
14th of May, in the same year, the white-
l»]nmed hero was beaten in the fanbourgs of
*aris; and on the 14th of November, the six-
teen swore to die rather than obey his rule,
On the same day, six years later, was regis-
tered the Papal bull empowering the legate
of Rome to nominate an occupant of the
French throne to Henry's exolusion; on the
14th of December, 1591, he was reconciled to
the Duke of S8avoy; and on the 14th of May,
1610, he was stabbed by Ravaillac in the Rue
dela Ferronnerie; the assassin’'s opportunity
being supplied bim by the stoppage of the
royal carringe, owing to the narrowness of the
street, which, fifty-six years before, Henry II
has ordered to be widened, his unfalfilled
order bearing datethe 14th of May. It will
be noticed that one date, that of the 14th of
May, plays a prominent part in this catalogue
of coincidences; and npon that same date
in 1648, Louis XIII died—the figares 1, 0, 4,
3, when added, again producing the magioal
number of fourtecen. Louis XIV ascended
the throme in 1G43; died in 1715, equal to
fourteen again; and lived to the age of 77—
sever and seven making fourteen. Louis
XV died in 1774, a date supplying the same
number, both in its extremes and the snm of
its central figures. Louis XVI had reigned
just fourteen fveara when he snmmoned the
States.General, destined to bring abont the
Revolution; on the 14th of July, 17580, the
Bastile was destroyed: and in 1814 the Boue-
bons were restored—a year bearing the all-
important number, not only in its fignres,
but likewise in their snm. On the 1ith of
July, 1815, Napoleon informed Captain Mait-
land that he threw bimself upon Eogland's
protection; on the 14th of July, 1870, diplo-
matic relations were broken off bhetween
France and Prussia; and lastly, on the 1ith
of August Marshal Bazaine's army retreated
over the Moselle before the advancing legions
of QGermany.— Chambers’ Journal,
